
Restructuring health care 
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Province replaces its 
nine health authorities 
with one board

The Alberta government will re¬ 
place its nine regional health au¬ 
thorities with one large provincial 
body that will ensure better access 
to its ballooning $ 13-billion health 
care system, says Premier Ed Stel- 
mach. 

"The present regional model ... 
has served the province well, but 


this structure will not guarantee the 
we can get to the next level and 
that's to help build a pubhc health 
care system that will serve Alberta's 
growing needs," said Stelmach. 

However, critics of yesterday's an¬ 
nouncement say the decision is based 
on a lack of planning as it didn't in¬ 
clude any pubhc consultation or 
input from health care staff. 

"What we are attempting to put 
in place is a governance model that 
takes us into the 21st century that 
can get us better access in a more 
sustainable system," said Health 
Minister Ron Liepert. 


"If at the end of the day there is 
cost savings, that's a plus, but it is 
not designed around cost cutting or 
saving money at this stage." 

With the health system taking up 
close to half of the province's total 
budget, Stelmach says more provin¬ 
cial cash must be devoted to front¬ 
line delivery rather than paying for 
administration. 

Critics, however, say dissolving 
the boards will harm regional 
health care across the province that 
has already been through plenty of 
restructuring. 

"Once again we are seeing a very 


arrogant approach to managing a 
very crucial and important issue to 
Albertans," said NDP health critic 
Rachael Notley. 

Notley says she's disappointed 
that the government met behind 
closed doors about the decision 
without ever consulting with 
health-care staff. Liepert says the 
decision was talked about among 
MLAs and his caucus for two hours 
yesterday morning. 

The province's health regions 
were reduced to nine from 17 back 
in April 2003.

Wildfires tear 
through Alberta

Wildfires raced across north central 
Alberta yesterday and today, fu¬ 
elled by near-record temperatures 
and fanned by high winds. 

Reports last night had flames 
licking at the outskirts of Bruder- 
heim and three rural properties 
were said to have burned. 

Winds gusted to 80 km/h and the 
temperature rose to 26 C, closing in 
on the record of 30 in 1934. 

RCMP said Highway 33 between 
Swan Hills and Fort Assinihoine 
was closed last night due to a forest 
fire and heavy smoke in the area. 
There were fears that the fire could 
cross the highway. 

Water bombers flew throughout 
the day and fire crews worked 
feverishly as one after another fire 
raced out of control. Blazes were 
reported near Boyle, Lac La Biche 
and the village of Opal. Earlier in 
the day traffic on Queen Ehzabeth 2 
Highway as firefighters battled a 
blaze near EUerslie Road.

Drugs linked to 
fatal shooting 


Man shot dead 
in north-side 
parking lot

Residents of a north-end com¬ 
munity are worried about 
their neighbourhood after a 
28-year-old man was gunned 
down in the parking lot of an 
apartment complex early yes¬ 
terday morning. 

"It's very common in this 
area to hear gunshots, but 
usually it's just kids playing 
around. Last night it was a 
true gunshot, and it was one of 
my friends that got murdered," 
said Toni BuU, area resident 
and friend to the victim, who 
she knows only by the name 
'Ashley." Media reports later 
reported the victim's name 
was Ashley Charest. 

Bull lives with her three 


died at scene 

Police arrived at the 
parking lot on 139 Avenue 
and 29 Street at 1:30 a.m., 
and found the victim suf¬ 
fering from a gunshot 
wound. He died on scene. 


young children in a town- 
house across from the park¬ 
ing lot. She said she was 
awoken by a loud noise in the 
middle of the night. 

"I didn't think anything of 
it," she said. She believes her 
friend was murdered over 
stolen crack cocaine. She said 
that though she met Ashley 
about a year ago through 
smoking crack together, he'd 
helped her get clean. 

"He'd been telling me he 
wanted a hfe with his wife and 
his 10-year-old daughter and 
he wanted to straighten out," 
BuU said through tears. "It's so 
sad, we had a serious talk 


about quitting and he's the one 
that motivated me to quit." 

Margaret Watt has lived 
on the ground floor of the 
building steps from where 
the shooting took place for 
two years. She said that since 
she's lived there, the area has 
been on a steady decline. 

"There are crack dealers in 
and out of here constantly, aH 
day and all night," she said, 
adding that she has been 
planning on moving out of 
the area. 

She said that the shooting 
is troubling, as it happened 
footsteps away from a day¬ 
care centre that her eight- 
and nine-year-old nieces at¬ 
tend after school. 

"I worry about the kids in 
there. We see crack dealers 
out there all the time, don't 
we?" she said to her young 
nieces, who nodded in agree¬ 
ment.

over 100 times. She did not 
contract HIV

Minister’s office 
says they are 
looking into claim 

Conservative cabinet minis¬ 
ter Maxime Bernier has a 
taste for expensive travel, 
government records show. 

Bernier, who has been for¬ 
eign affairs minister since 
last August, took a $22,573 
airline flight to attend a two- 
day conference in Laos last 
November, with a stopover 
in Paris, according to travel 


records posted by the foreign 
affairs department on its 
"proactive disclosure" web¬ 
site. 

Torstar News Service 
checked airfares and found 
that the minister could have 
made the trip to the South¬ 
east Asian country comfort¬ 
ably for under $7,000. 

With him on the trip were 
three staff, two whose flights 
were also pricey — about 
$18,500 each — plus one 
who reported flying to Laos 


for just $2,676. 

With the additional cost of 
hotels and meals, the total 
bill to taxpayers was about 
$70,000. Bernier's flight was 
the most expensive flight 
taken by a government min¬ 


ister or official since the 
Harper government took 
power two years ago, accord¬ 
ing to government records. 

Bernier's director of com¬ 
munications, Neil Hrab, said 
last night that his depart¬ 


ment is looking into a series 
of expense reports raised in 
queries. 

Torstar News Service 
asked about the Laos trip, 
due to the high cost of the 
flight, and also some trips 
where hotel costs were un¬ 
usually low. Hrab said they 
are scrambling to "reconcile" 
the information on their pub¬ 
lic website with invoices 
from American Express, 
which handled various book¬ 
ings. He said they have had a 


high turnover of political and 
administrative staff at for¬ 
eign affairs and have had a 
hard time getting answers to 
the questions over the past 
two days. "Not all of the 
travel and hospitality ex¬ 
pense reports posted on the 
proactive disclosure website 
represent the final costs of 
travel," said Hrab. "I think 
some (costs) will go down," 
said Hrab. He said he did not 
know if some would go up.

higher fuel costs. At 
the heart of the 
wide-ranging envi¬ 
ronmental package 
are hard-to-sell tax 
increases that will 
drive up the cost to home- 
owners of heating a home 
with natural gas, heating oil 
or electricity from coal-fired 
plants. Details of the plan 
will not be out for several 
weeks, but the new meas¬ 
ures would increase Ot¬ 



tawa's tax take by an esti¬ 
mated $12 billion a year, ac¬ 
cording to economists. 

The good news in the 
package is that the Liberals 
are promising to transfer 
every penny raised by higher 
energy taxes back to individ¬ 
ual and corporate 
taxpayers in the 
form of income tax 
reductions, incen¬ 
tives for conserva¬ 
tion and support for 
low-income earn¬ 
ers. 

It's a plan "that's 
good for your wal¬ 
let and good for the 
planet," Dion told an audi¬ 
ence in Toronto.

Mother pleads 
to cease lasers 


Testifies at public 
inquiry into B.C. 
airport death 

The mother whose son's 
death at a Vancouver airport 
ignited debate over the 
safety of Taser stun guns 
wept yesterday as she called 
for a moratorium on their 
use. 

"I know my son would not 
(have) died if he was not 
Tasered," Zofia Ciscowski 
told a public inquiry 
launched into the death of 
her son, Robert Dziekanski, 
during a confrontation with 
police after he arrived at 
Vancouver's airport as a 
new immigrant from 


Poland. 

Ciscowski's lawyer said 
too many questions have 
been raised about the 
weapon's safety and the ad¬ 
equacy of police training on 
using the Taser to allow it to 
be used until Canada com¬ 
pletes an independent safety 
investigation. 

Critics have accused Ari¬ 
zona-based Taser of pushing 
the product into the market 
without adequate independ¬ 
ent testing of health risks 
such as heart failure. 

"I want justice and ac¬ 
countability," she said, 
adding that no mother 
should have to experience 
what she did.

Nation races to 
bury dead, help 
injured, homeless 

China struggled late yesterday 
to bury the dead and offer re¬ 
lief to those left injured, 
homeless and without food 
and water by the earthquake 
that may have killed more 
than 50,000 people. 

Chinese Premier Wen Ji- 
abao called on officials to en¬ 
sure social stability as 
frustration and exhaustion 
grew among survivors, many 
who lost everything and are 
hving in makeshift tents or in 
the open air. 

In Mianzhu, in the south¬ 
western province of Sichuan, 
the area worst hit by Mon¬ 
day's 7.9 magnitude quake, 
lin Changfu was staffing a 
tent collecting relief supplies. 

"What we need most ur¬ 
gently is water, food and 
tents. We lack tents," he said. 


From the heart of the disas¬ 
ter zone. Wen urged rescuers 
on, but hopes were fading for 
those stiU trapped under rub¬ 
ble. 

"Saving lives is still our top 
priority as long as hope of sur¬ 
vival still exists," the official 
Xinhua news agency quoted 
Wen as saying. 

But some expressed frus¬ 
tration at the resources con¬ 
tinuing to be devoted to 
finding survivors among the 
more than 25,000 who re¬ 
main buried. Officials said an¬ 
other 20,000 have died in the 
quake. 

"The focus is on saving 
lives, and they say food and a 
place to live are small issues 
as long as you're ahve," said 
Fan Xiaohua, who was organ¬ 
ising volunteers at a relief co¬ 
ordination centre in Mianzhu. 

"In fact, they are very big 
issues right now," she said. 

President Hu Jintao headed 
to Sichuan late yesterday to 


meet victims and inspect the 
rescue and relief effort, Xin¬ 
hua said. It will be his first

Thousands flee 
clashes in Sudan 

FIGHTING Thousands of 
civilians fled clashes be¬ 
tween Sudan's former north- 
south civil war foes in the 
oil-rich central town of 
Abyei on Thursday before a 
ceasefire was agreed, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The fighting, sparked by a 
local dispute, highlights the 
tension in an area claimed by 
both Khartoum and South 
Sudan. More than three 
years after a 2005 peace deal, 
they have not agreed on bor¬ 
ders or a local government 
for the region. 

Some 2 million people died 
in the war between mainly 
Muslim north Sudan and the

California court 
overturns ban on 
same-sex unions 

The California Supreme 
Court overturned a ban on 
same-sex marriages yester¬ 
day in a major victory for gay 
rights advocates that will 
allow homosexual couples to 
marry in the most populous 
U.S. state. 

The court found that Cali¬ 
fornia laws limiting marriage 
to heterosexual couples are 
at odds 
with 
rights 
guaran¬ 
teed by 
the state's 
constitu¬ 
tion. Op¬ 
ponents of 
gay mar- 
r i a g e 
vowed to 
contest 
the ruling 
with a statewide ballot 
measure for a constitutional 
amendment to ban gay mar¬ 
riages. 

The ruling would allow 
California to be the second 


state, after Massachusetts, to 
allow gay marriage. 

Connecticut, New Hamp¬ 
shire, New Jersey and Ver¬ 
mont permit same-sex civil 
unions that grant largely 
similar rights as those for 
married couples but lack the 
full, federal legal protections 
of marriage. 

California's constitution 
"guarantees same-sex cou¬ 
ples the same substantive 


constitutional rights as oppo¬ 
site-sex couples to choose 
one's life partner and enter 
with that person into a com¬ 
mitted, officially recognized, 
and protected family rela¬ 
tionship," the court said. 

In San Francisco, a bastion 
of gay rights with its large 
and vocal gay community, 
people were quick to react to 
the landmark ruling and 
started making marriage 


plans. 

Californians in 2000 voted 
to reaffirm a 1977 state law 
defining marriage as union of 
a man and woman. But four 
years later, San Francisco 
Mayor Gavin Newsom chal¬ 
lenged that law by issuing 
marriage licenses to gay cou¬ 
ples, which led to the court 
battle decided yesterday by 
the state Supreme Court.

Popcorn 
snacking 
is good 
for you? 

People who snack on pop¬ 
corn may actually be help¬ 
ing keep their diet healthy 
and be doing their heart a 
favour, according to new re¬ 
search. 

Researchers from The 
Center for Human Nutrition 
in Nebraska found that peo¬ 
ple who eat popcorn con¬ 
sume more whole grains and 
less meat than people who 
opt for other snacks. 

Dr. Ann C. Grandjean and 
her colleagues report in the 
Journal of the American Di¬ 
etetic Association that fewer 
than 10 per cent of Ameri¬ 
cans meet current dietary 
guidelines recommending 
they eat at least three serv¬ 
ings of whole grain foods 
each day. 

But popcorn is a whole- 
grain product and whole 
grains have been tied to a 
number of health benefits, 
including reduced heart dis¬ 
ease and diabetes risk.

Meier's 2006 suicide by 
hanging, just hours after she 
read those final messages, 
made worldwide headlines 


and prompted calls for social 
networking sites like My¬ 
Space to crack down on 
cyber-bullying. 

"This adult woman al¬ 
legedly used the Internet to 


target a young teenage girl, 
with horrendous ramifica¬ 
tions," U.S. Attorney Thomas 
O'Brien said in announcing 
the indictment in Los Ange¬ 
les.

Democrats erupted in outrage 
yesterday after U.S. President 
George W. Bush suggested a 
pledge by the party's presiden¬ 
tial front-runner Barack 
Obama to 
meet Iran's 
leader was 
akin to ap¬ 
peasement of 
Nazi Germany. 

Bush's com¬ 
ments, made 
in Jerusalem 
to the Israeh 
parliament 
during celebrations for Israel's 
60th anniversary, stirred up 
the campaign for the Novem¬ 
ber election and prompted 
Obama to accuse him of en¬ 
gaging in "the politics of fear." 


"Some seem to believe we 
should negotiate with terror¬ 
ists and radicals, as if some in¬ 
genious argument will 
persuade them they have been 
wrong all along," Bush said. 

Without mentioning 
Obama by name. Bush com¬ 
pared "this foolish delusion" to 
the prelude to World War II. 

'As Nazi 
tanks crossed 
into Poland in 
1939, an 
American 
senator de¬ 
clared: 'Lord, 
if only I could 
have talked to 
Hitler, all of 
this might 
have been avoided.' We have 
an obligation to call this what 
it is — the false comfort of 
appeasement, which has 
been repeatedly discredited 
by history," he said. 


Bush, who has generally 
avoided talking about the 
campaign to elect a new 
president in November, drew 
a sharp response from 
Obama, the first-term Illinois 
senator who is close to de¬ 
feating rival Hillary Clinton 
for the Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nomination. 

Obama maintains he would 
be willing to meet with lead¬ 
ers of hostile nations hke Iran, 


Syria and Cuba. He argues the 
United States blundered by 
refusing to talk to them. 

"It is sad that President 
Bush would use a speech to 
the Knesset on the 60th an¬ 
niversary of Israel's inde¬ 
pendence to launch a false 
political attack," Obama said. 

Republican John McCain, 
who has clinched his party's 
presidential nomination, did 
not repeat the word "appease¬ 


ment" when asked about 
Bush's comments as he cam¬ 
paigned in Ohio. 

But he did criticize Obama's 
pledge to speak directly to U.S. 
foes, particularly Iranian Pres¬ 
ident Mahmoud Ahmadinejad. 

Clinton, who has criticized 
Obama's pledge to meet Ah¬ 
madinejad, nonetheless came 
to his defence and termed the 
president's remarks "offen¬ 
sive and outrageous." reuters 


Republican presidential 
candidate John McCain said 
yesterday he believes the 
Iraq war can be won by 
2013, leaving a functioning 
democracy there and allow¬ 
ing most U.S. troops to 
come home. 

It was the first time the 
Arizona senator has said 
when U.S. troops could be 
withdrawn from Iraq. His 
speech came as the House 
voted to set a goal of with¬ 
drawing aH troops by the end 
of next year and defeated leg¬ 
islation to fund the war. 

The five-year war is un¬ 
popular with the U.S. public 
and McCain's Democratic ri¬ 
vals for the White House, 
Barack Obama and Hillary 
Clinton, have pledged to 
begin bringing U.S. troops 
home right away. 

McCain has called such 
promises reckless and agrees 
with U.S. President George W 
Bush that troop levels should 
be governed by conditions on

Zimbabwe’s MDC 
rejects runoff delay 


Calls for meeting 
to avoid ‘rivers 
of dead people’ 

Zimbabwe's main opposition 
party yesterday rejected a 
delay in a run-off election 
which could unseat Presi¬ 
dent Robert Mugabe, and 
called for an urgent meeting 
of countries in the region to 
avoid "rivers of dead people." 

Zimbabwe's electoral com¬ 
mission said on Wednesday 
the presidential run-off could 
be delayed until the end of 
July — four months after the 
disputed March 29 elections.

Authorities banned a rally 
on Sunday at which opposi¬ 
tion Movement for Demo¬ 
cratic Change leader Morgan 
T^vangirai was to open his 
campaign for the run-off. 

The MDC said the delay in 
the run-off "demonstrated 
beyond reasonable doubt that 
the regime in Harare does not 
intend to surrender power." 

MDC Secretary General 
Tendai Biti said his party in¬ 
sisted on a run-off by May 
23, in line with laws which 
say the vote must be held 
within 21 days of the election 
results.

Protecting actors’ image is everything 



Hollywood fights 
over right to 
distribute media 

For actors, image is every¬ 
thing. And misuse of that 
image is enough to take 
someone to court for using it 
without consent. 

Over the years, perform¬ 
ers have done just that. From 
Arnold Schwarzenegger 
suing a car dealership for 
using his picture as the "Ter¬ 
minator" in an ad, to Fred 
Astaire's widow stopping 
the use of the iconic dancer's 
image in a series of instruc¬ 
tional dance videos, "right of 
publicity" lawsuits are 
sometimes the only ways an 
image can be protected. And 
while a handful of states, in¬ 
cluding California and New 
York, have laws on the books 
protecting a name, voice. 


signature, picture or likeness 
for advertising or other uses, 
the majority do not. 

So what happens when a 
major Hollywood studio 
wants to sell off film or TV 


clips of actors without full 
consent? Are those rights 
stiU protected? 

The answer is no. 

It should come as no sur¬ 
prise to those who followed 


the 18 days of labour talks 
between the Screen Actors 
Guild (SAG) and the studios 
that one bone of contention 
was a proposal allowing the 
studios to set up an online 


clip library. Under the pro¬ 
posal, the actors would still 
be compensated for sales of 
their TV or film clips, but 
give blanket consent to their 
use. 

The proposal creates a co- 
nundrum. 

Studio con¬ 
tracts general¬ 
ly take prece¬ 
dence, but the 
guild's current 
agreement 
with the pro¬ 
ducers gives 
their members the ability to 
have a say in clips used out¬ 
side the scope of promotion. 

There's no dispute the stu¬ 
dios own the clips. But for 
SAG, giving up control of 
their members' images is a 
hot-button issue that could 
heat even further later this 
month, when talks are ex¬ 
pected to resume. 


Since 1960, SAG has nego¬ 
tiated with the studios an 
agreement that limits the 
use of their clips for purpos¬ 
es of such things as promo¬ 
tions and trailers. The stu¬ 
dios have to get clearance 
from the 
actor for 
anything 
that falls 
outside that 
scope. 

"What 
we're talking 
about here is 
a huge rollback to the exist¬ 
ing contractual obligation 
that our members have," 
said Duncan Crabtree-Ire- 
land, sag's deputy national 
executive director and gen¬ 
eral counsel. "Our contract 
specifically says that they 
will not make any other use 
of the excerpt without nego¬ 
tiating with the actor. "REUTERS

tance, an ominous start to 
this film about coming of 
age and loss of innocence. 

Sam Rockwell (The Assas¬ 
sination Of Jesse James By 
The Coward Robert Ford) 
and Kate Beckinsale (Vacan¬ 
cy) play Glenn and Annie, 
respectively, a separated 
couple seeking to move on 
with their lives after his in¬ 
stability has all but ruined 
their marriage. 

In a parallel storyline, 
teenager Arthur Parkinson 
(Man In The Chair’s Michael 
Angarano) is dealing with 
the dissolution of his par¬ 
ents’ marriage when he 
meets the bookish Lila Ray- 


bern (Olivia Thirlby), who 
opens Arthur’s eyes to the 
world as their love blos¬ 
soms. 

The connection in these 
two seemingly unrelated 
stories is Annie, who years 
earlier served as Arthur’s 
babysitter and now works 


with him at a local restau¬ 
rant. 

Snow Angels is laden 
with some strong dramatic 
moments — ultimately, 
however, films such as 
these tend to stumble 
under the weight of their 
own self-righteousness.

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Dinklage trumps Trumpkin 



Actor felt 
natural fit with 
Prince Caspian

people born in the late 
1960s, actor Peter Din¬ 
klage (The Station Agent) 
grew up in George Lucas’ 
alternate universe where 
wookies, jawas, droids and 
a mysterious power called 
the Force ruled the day. 

He would watch and re¬ 
watch the Star Wars 
movies relentlessly, find¬ 
ing himself transfixed by 
their otherworldly story¬ 
lines, conflicted charac¬ 
ters and cutting-edge spe¬ 
cial effects. 


It’s no surprise, then, 
that he leapt at the 
chance to play Trumpkin, 
a cynical red dwarf, in The 
Chronicles Of Narnia: 
Prince Caspian, the second 
film in the Narnia series 
based on the novels of 
famed children’s fantasy 
writer C.S. Lewis. “1 grew 
up on Star Wars and sud¬ 
denly I’m in one of these 
movies that’s like what 1 
grew up on and it’s such a 
thrill,” Dinklage says. “1 
love movies about the 
modern day miseries of 
living in New York and 
stuff like that if they’re 
done well, but there’s 
nothing like a matinee 
fantasy film.” The success 
and overwhelming num¬ 
ber of films or full-blown 
franchises based on fanta¬ 


sy novels that have been 
produced in the past ten 
years or so — Harry Potter, 
The Lord Of The Rings and 
The Golden Compass, for 
example — are proof that 
movie-going audiences 
share Dinklage’s love of 
the genre. 

The 38-year-old actor 
considers that perspective 
a unique one. 

His stature often leads 
to his casting as mythical 
characters in film so by 
his own assessment, Din¬ 
klage knows a worthwhile ^ 
fantasy film elf or dwarf < 
when he sees one. He feels | 
the rich characterizations S 
of the Narnia stories have 
given the books a defini¬ 
tive literary relevance that 
has maintained their pop¬ 
ularity since first being 


published by Lewis in the 
1950s. “Being four-and-a- 
half feet tall I’ve always 
thought that dwarves and 


characters like that in fan¬ 
tasy books were really set 
dressing, were just crea¬ 
tures and didn’t have per¬ 


sonalities,” he says. “But 
with these books, all of 
them, even the talking 
mouse, are really fully- 
drawn characters and 
bring you into that world.” 

To play Trumpkin, Din¬ 
klage drew on the fantasy 
heroes of his youth and 
applied elements of their 
personalities to bring his 
crusty character to life. 

“There’s a modern sensi¬ 
bility to Trumpkin, he has 
a modern wit about him 
and about his size and, 
like me, a sense of humour 
about my size,” he says. 

“Fm always drawn to 
the sense of humour in 
the fantasy world where 
sword fights are happen¬ 
ing all around you, and 
you need that core of cyni¬ 
cism and humour.

Spurlock follows 
McDonald’s with 
Osama Bin Laden

few had heard of writer- 
producer-director Morgan 
Spurlock, whose credits to 
that point included just a 
handful of plays and a 
gross-out show for MTV 
called 1 Bet You Will. One 
month later his documen¬ 
tary Super Size Me was re¬ 
leased, chronicling the one 
month Spurlock spent on 
a steady diet of McDon¬ 
ald’s — three Mcmeals a 
day, no exceptions, result¬ 
ing in an extra 24 pounds 
tacked onto his normally 
lean frame. 

McDonald’s immediately 
began trying to discredit 
the film, but that publicity 
only fuelled Super Size 
Me’s blazing box office fig¬ 
ures which eventually 
topped $20 million world¬ 
wide, according to the tick¬ 
et sale aggregator Boxof- 


ficemojo.com. The film 
was nominated that year 
for the Academy Award for 
best documentary, but ulti¬ 
mately lost to Ross Kauff¬ 
man and Zana Briski’s 
Born Into Brothels. Then 


in 2006, Spurlock decided 
to embark on yet another 
extreme filmmaking mis¬ 
sion. This time around in¬ 
stead of taking on fast food 
giants, he would take on 
public enemy number one 


— terrorist leader and 9/11 
mastermind Osama Bin 
Laden — or at least try to 
find him in the new docu¬ 
mentary Where In The 
World Is Osama Bin Laden? 
The five month shoot took 
Spurlock to a variety of 
Middle Eastern locales 
ranging from 
Afghanistan’s dangerous 
Tora Bora region, to the 
relatively peaceful neigh¬ 
bourhoods of Jerusalem in 
a pursuit of A1 Qaeda’s 
number one man — assum¬ 
ing he was still alive and 
at large. But in the midst 
of the project, Spurlock 
learned he and his wife 
were due to have a baby, 
complicating his globetrot¬ 
ting plans. 

“Once 1 found out Alex 
and 1 were having a baby, 
the focus shifted to the 
kind of world 1 was bring¬ 
ing a kid into,” Spurlock 
explains. 

“We started adding to 
our list of terrorist experts, 
terrorists themselves and 
extremists, people with 
kids and families. 1 wanted 
to meet people like that 
who were what 1 was going 


to be. I’m going to be a fa¬ 
ther, give me some advice. 
What’s it like being a dad? 
1 wanted to try to connect 
with people on a level 
that’s much different than 
a political view.’’Spurlock 
says the documentary was 
intended less as a state¬ 
ment about the war on ter¬ 
ror, U.S. foreign policy and 
the cross-cultural similari¬ 
ties which exist but regu¬ 
larly elude us, than it was 
as a primer for a greater 
conversation about those 
issues and their impact on 
the world today. 

“One of the things 1 
wanted the film to accom¬ 
plish was to go beyond 
two-minute sound bites in 
the news,” he says. 

“1 think the film paints 
a much larger picture of 
the state of the world, at 
least in the Middle East. 
Another thing 1 think the 
movie does really well is it 
starts to show the diversity 
of Islam ... there’s a big 
range (of cultures in the 
Muslim world) and you see 
that in this movie.” Where 
In The World Is Osama Bin 
Laden opens today.

Swashbuckling 
Dr. Jones returns 
after 19 years

IT TOOK nearly two 
decades, but swashbuckling 
archaeologist Indiana Jones 
is finally back with bull- 
whip and fedora in-hand, 
ready to blast his way back 
into movie theatres. 

The 19-year delay in re¬ 
turning the iconic adven¬ 
turer to the big screen in 
the series’ fourth install¬ 
ment, Indiana Jones and 
The Kingdom of the Crystal 
Skull, has occupied fans of 
the series who have spent 
years begging for Indy’s re¬ 
turn. 

His delay, it seems, was 
due in large part to quality 
control concerns on the 
part of his creators. 

Producer George Lucas 
and director Steven Spiel¬ 


berg originally envisioned a 
trilogy which they complet¬ 
ed in 1989 with Indiana 
Jones And The Last Crusade, 
according to Raiders Of The 
Lost Ark star Karen Allen 
(Animal House, Starman). 

But when she got the call 
to reprise her role as the 
strong-willed Marion Raven- 
wood in Kingdom of the 
Crystal Skull, Allen learned 
that a solid story idea, not a 
lack of will, had been stop¬ 
ping Lucas and Spielberg 
from bringing Indy to life 
once again. 

“The real problem, as 1 
know from conversations 
with George and Steven, is 
that they didn’t see a point 
in doing one unless they 
could come up with a story 
that was really going to be 
great and worthy of contin¬ 
uing,” Allen recalls. 

“Each (film) has chosen 
one of these incredible his¬ 
torical, mythical, mysteri¬ 
ous elements like the Ark 
of the Covenant or the Holy 


Grail. 1 think they wanted 
to find something as evoca¬ 
tive, interesting and power¬ 
ful for another story ... For 
all three, Harrison, Steven 
and George to agree, to get 
three people to say yes, we 
love the same script, can be 
tricky.” 


This installment of the 
series pits Dr. Jones against 
evil agents of the Soviet 
Union led by the villainous 
Irina Spalko (Oscar-winner 
Cate Blanchett) and in¬ 
cludes a new sidekick. Mutt 
Williams (Transformers’ 
Shia LaBeouf), who helps 


the adventurer in his quest 
to find the highly-coveted 
crystal skull. 

While the film is proba¬ 
bly the most h5q)ed of this 
summer’s blockbusters - 
and perhaps the most high¬ 
ly-anticipated movie in 
years - the 56-year-old Allen 
admits that when shooting 
began on Raiders of the 
Lost Ark, she had no idea 
she was part of what would 
eventually become a cultur¬ 
al phenomenon. 

“1 had never seen those 
Saturday afternoon serials 
and 1 thought we were mak¬ 
ing Casablanca,” Allen says 
of the short films upon 
which the Indiana Jones se¬ 
ries was originally based. 

“1 was too young an actor 
and had no sense of the ex¬ 
perience of a blockbuster 
type of film.” 

But the question looms 
as to why, after such a long 
hiatus, was Indiana Jones 
worth revisiting? 

“1 think it comes down to

good stor5helling,” Allen ex¬ 
plains. “(The stories are) 
mythic, there’s suspense, 
there’s humour and, at the 
centre of the whole thing, 
there’s Harrison pla5dng In¬ 
diana Jones who is a real, 
iconic hero. As George 
Lucas says, he’s like you and 
me. He’s not a superhero, 
he’s a human hero. He has 
all kinds of foibles, all kinds 
of flaws. He can laugh at 
himself and make us laugh 
with him and 1 think 
there’s something unique 
about that.” 

Indiana Jones and The 
Kingdom of the Crystal 
Skull opens Thursday. 


Despite post, Penn not presidential

SEAN PENN may be presi¬ 
dent of the Cannes Film 
Festival jury, but don’t ex¬ 
pect any buttoned-up presi¬ 
dential behavior from the 
Holl5rwood rebel. 

During a news confer¬ 
ence on opening day 
Wednesday, the actor-direc¬ 
tor lit up two cigarettes in 
defiance of French laws 
against smoking in public 
buildings. And he poked 
fun at his reputation. 

Asked if he could con¬ 
firm that he had hesitated 
before taking the jury presi¬ 
dency because it means 
being “wise and sober” for 
12 days, the Into the Wild 
director quipped, “How 
many days have 1 got left?” 

Penn, a regular at 
Cannes, won the best actor 
award here for She’s So 
Lovely, and he showed his 
own movies The Pledge and 
The Indian Runner here. 
When Clint Eastwood’s Mys¬ 
tic River played at Cannes, 
it generated early buzz for 
Penn’s performance, which 
went on to win an Oscar. 

Penn wasn’t all jokes and 


antics at Cannes — he also 
let his serious side shine 
through, urging reporters 
to see a documentary in¬ 
cluded at his special re¬ 
quest. The Third Wave is Ali¬ 
son Thompson’s look at vol¬ 
unteers who joined relief 
efforts in Sri Lanka after 
the 2004 tsunami. 

“1 thought that it was the 
closest thing that 1 had ever 


seen on film to giving any 
kind of answer to ‘what’s 
the purpose of life?’ at least 
for those who might be 
lucky enough to have two 
good legs and a dollar in 
their pocket,” he said. 

Penn also talked politics, 
sa5dng that he’s not sup¬ 
porting any particular can¬ 
didate in the U.S. presiden¬ 
tial election, though he is 


“encouraged by the kind of 
exciting support that 
Barack Obama has.” 

As he often does, Penn 
railed against President 
Bush. Asked about Bush’s 
politics, he said the choice 
of the word “politics” was 
unfortunate. “It’s just a 
shame that we have to bas¬ 
tardize the term ‘politics’ 
in attributing it to people 
like that, because politics, 
again, should really be an 
organization of helping 
each other,” he said. 

Over the next 12 days, 
Penn will lead a jury con¬ 
sisting of director Alfonso 
Cuaron (Children of Men), 
actress Natalie Portman (V 
for Vendetta), comic book 
artist-filmmaker Marjane 
Satrapi (Persepolis), actor-di¬ 
rector Sergio Castellitto (My 
Mother’s Smile), actress 
Jeanne Balibar (Clean), di¬ 
rector Apichatpong 
Weerasethakul (Tropical 
Malady), director Rachid 
Bouchareb (Days of Glory) 
and actress Alexandra 
Maria Lara (Dovmfall).

Cannes film festival 
opens with Blindness 


Stars come out 
for grim drama 

A GRIM Brazilian drama 
about society’s descent into 
anarchy launched the 
Cannes film festival on 
Wednesday, and politics 
dominated the 
opening news 
conference held 
by jury presi¬ 
dent Sean Penn. 

Blindness, 
starring Julianne 
Moore, marked a 
somber start to 
12 days of 
movies, publici¬ 
ty stunts and 

late-night revelry in the Riv¬ 
iera tovm, which prides it¬ 
self on embracing weighty 
cinema as well as rolling 
out the red carpet for Holly¬ 
wood royalty. 

Directed by Brazil’s Fer¬ 
nando Meirelles, of City of 
God renown. Blindness is 
an English-language adapta¬ 


writer Jose Saramago’s 
novel of the same name, 
and tells the story of a 
plague of blindness sweep¬ 
ing the world. 

Moore plays a doctor’s 
wife, who, like the film’s 
audience, sees death, cruel¬ 
ty, degradation as well as 
dignity around 
her.
